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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of tlie following inventions is required under 35 
U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 52-54 and 55-58, drawn to broadly a system for wireless 
audio retrieval, classified in class 455, subclass 412. 

II. Claims 1-30, 43-51 , drawn to the telephone for requesting and 
playing the audio, classified in class 455, subclass 412. 

III. Claims 31-36, drawn to a handheld device, classified in class 
455, subclass 550. 

IV. Claims 37-42, drawn to the system that provides audio, 
classified in class 455, subclass 412. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II and III and IV are related as subcombinations 
disclosed as usable together in a single combination. The 
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subcombinations are distinct from eacli otiier if tfiey are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, inventions II, III and IV have 
separate utility such as either request audio at the telephone or provide 
audio at the system. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above 
and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: 

I) Claims 2-6, 17, 19, 22, 25, 32, 38-39, 53 direct to description and 
audio contents. 

II) Claims 7-10, 29-30, 33-34, 40-42, 44-47, 54 direct to first and 
second logics. 

III) Claims 11-14, 18, 20-21, 35, 48-49, 56 direct to visual display. 

IV) Claims 15-17 direct to voice call termination. 

V) Claims 23-24 direct to message communication. 

VI) Claims 26, 36 direct to wireless. 

VII) Claims 27 directs to none VoIP. 
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VIII) Claims 50-51 direct to encoding. 

IX) Claims 57-58 direct to first and second computer. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted 
if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1 , 28, 
31, 37, 43, 52 and 55 are generic.

In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the 
evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
of the other invention.
